Since this is Black History 
Month; itis-an appropriate time to 
“‘welease some historic figures that 
shall soon be published in the 
1984 Statistical Profile of Black 
Catholics,” from the Josephite 
Pastoral,Center. Washington. D.C. 
Father John Harfmann, S.S.J., is 
the author of the profile and the 
director of the Center. 
In 1975, 157 dioceses (akin to 
“counties” in civic terminology) 
reported 916.854 Black Catholics. 
Today, 168 dioceses (when popu- 
jations increase within dioceses, 
they are divided and new ones are 
created) report 1,294,103 Black 
Catholics: That is anincrease of 41 
percent (the total Black popula- 
tion grew by 17.3 percent in.the 
same period of time), which 
epresents a growth of 375,249 in 
the number of Black Catholics! 
One would conclude that there 
has beer’a successful evangeliza- 
tion ministry of the Catholic 
Church within the Black Commun- 
ity.

“Each of these athletes 
exemplifies the spirit Jesse 
Owens showed throughout his 
lifetime” said Herb Douglas, 
founder of the award and vice- 
president of Schieffelin & 
Company, a subsidiary of 
Moet-Hennessy. 

Lewis became the first track 
and field athlete since Owens 
to win four.gold medals in one 
Olympics. Lewis captured his 
golds in the 100 and 200 
meters, the long jump and th 
4x100 relay. . 


Moses, who won the Jesse 
Owens International Amateur 
Athlete Award last year, won 
an Olympic gold medal in the 
400-meter hurdles, and 
stretched his record winning 
streak to 109. The winner of the 
gold medal in the 400-meter 
hurdles at the 1976 Olympics, 
Moses has not lost a race since 
1977. 

Thompson won his second 
consecutive Olympic decath- 
lon, a feat achieved only by 
Bot Mathias in 1948 and 1952.

in 1760, what could a man 
who was born a slave. had no 
‘formal-education. and whose 
existence was spent working 
and saving to buy his freedom, 
ever hope to achieve? This 
man was Richard Alien...his 
achievement--founderand 
first Bishop of the African 
Methodist Episcopal Church 
amidst the rancor of stifling 
racial oppression. Since its 
establishment, true to the 
vision of Richard Allen, the 
AME Church has been an 
unwavering source of spiritual 


support, racial pride, evange- - 


lism. and service to its mem- 
bership worldwide. 

In honor of this religious and 
historical milestone. the 
Bethel. St. Paul, St. Mark. and 
Mt Vernon AME churches will 
jointly sponsor a FOUNDER'S 
DAY PROGRAM. Sunday Feb- 
ruary 10, at 4 pm at Bethel AME 
Church 2021 Cleveland 
Avenue. The church choirs of 
each congregation will per- 
form on the program. Reve- 
rend Thomas E. Liggins. pastor 
af St. Paul AME Church, will be 
the featured speaker. 

THE AME CHURCH might 
be “defined” as follows AFRI- 
CAN -- Founded by black 
Americans who came from 
Africa: although the church is 


open to aliraces; METHODIST 
--teaching clear, simple doc- 
trines, following orderly rules; 
EPISCOPAL--chief executive 
officers are chosen by the gen- 
eralt-conference. The AME 
Church was founded to meet 
the spiritual. material, educa- 
tional. and culutral needs of 
black Americans and to 
encourage black. independ- 
ence. dignity, self-reliance and 
development. in the 18th and 
19th century. the original pur- 
pose for which it was founded 
are perhaps even more rele- 
vant when viewed in the con- 
text of current-day society as it 
relates (or fails to relate) to 
blacks. 

Richard Allen worked as 
domestic for his'master. In 
1768, Alien and his family were 
sold to-a Delaware farmer-who 
in turn sold Allen's mother and 
siblings. Allen never saw his 
family again. In 1777, then_a 
youth of 17, Allen experienced 
‘@Bnversion. In his words..."My 
chains flew off...my soul was 
freed.” 


After purchasing his free-s 


dom at a cost of $2000, Allen 
spent Revolutionary War years 
working. traveling and preach- 
ing. In 1786, he returned to Phi- 
ladelphia to preach at St 
George's Church:(then

referred to reverently as the 
“Mother Church of American 
Methodism".) In-1787, after 
black worshippers were 
ordered to new segregated 
seats in the church, Aller and 
his followers walked out never 
to return. 

From 1787 to 1815, in their 
attempt to establish, build and 
operate their own church, 
Allen and his fervent followers 
faced struggles against 
discrimination--free biacks 
were denied social, economic, 
and educational opportunities- 
-and resistance--white Metho- 
‘dist leaders tried forcibly. to 
control black Methodist 
congregations. 

Because of their hard-willed 


determination,committment _ 


and faith, Allen and his follow- 
ers won a decisive court victory 
and in 1816 representatives 
from 5 black churches met and 
formed the African Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

Today the AME Church is 
almost 200 years old and has 
over 2 million members in 
North and South America, 
Africa. the West Indies and 
England. 

True to its motto...“God our 
Father; Christ our Redeemer, 
Man our Brother” the AME 
Church has served to streng- 
then & support its membership 
in the constant struggle to 


achieve citizenship and dig- {
